used to input data and a display (1 23, 323) that is used to show information, 
the mobile communicator characterized in: the display is located below the 
plurality of buttons (see fig.l , col. 3, line 24 to col. 4, line 31). 

Regarding to claim 2, Meins et al disclose a mobile communicator 
wherein the appearance further includes an antenna on the top (1 09) (see Fig.l , 
2, 3, 4, col. 3, line 39 to col. 4, line 4). 

Regarding to claim 3, Meins et al disclose a mobile communicator 
wherein the appearance further includes a sound-taking aperture (1 05,41 1 ), 
which is located between the antenna and the plurality of buttons (see Fig. 
1,2,3,4 and col. 3, lines 39-52). 

Regarding to claim 4, Meins et al disclose a mobile communicator 
wherein the appearance further includes a sound-sending aperture (129,429), 
which is located on the lower position (see Fig. 1,2,3, 4, and col. 8, line 48 to 
col. 9, line 22).
